The educational campaign

conducted by the natural gas and 
oil resources committee which was 
financed by major oil companies. 
Its officials have told the commit- 
tee that the group was established 
to do no lobbying and did none on 
the controversial natural gas bill 
which was vetoed by President Ei- 
senhower last spring. 


Executives of some of the com- 


panies which contributed to the 
campaign have testified that the 
contributions were charged off as 
business expenses of income tax 
purposes —a practice which could 
not be followed under federal tax 
law if the money was to be used 
for lobbying or to influence legisla.

The educational campaign 
was 


conducted by the natural gas and 
oil resources committee which was 
financed by major oil companies. 
Its officials have told the commit- 
tee that the group was established 
to do no lobbying and did none on 
the controversial natural gas bill 
which was vetoed by President Ei- 
senhower last spring. 


Executives of some of the com- 


panies which contributed to the 
campaign have testified that the 
contributions were charged off as 
business expenses of income tax 
purposes —a practice which could 
not be followed under federal tax 
law if the money was to be used 
for lobbying or to influence legisla.

The educational campaign

conducted by the natural gas and 
oil resources committee which was 
financed by major oil companies. 
Its officials have told the commit- 
tee that the group was established 
to do no lobbying and did none on 
the controversial natural gas bill 
which was vetoed by President Ei- 
senhower last spring. 


Executives of some of the com- 


panies which contributed to the 
campaign have testified that the 
contributions were charged off as 
business expenses of income tax 
purposes —a practice which could 
not be followed under federal tax 
law if the money was to be used 
for lobbying or to influence legisla.
